The Papilio Hecuba is one of the largeft and 
moft magnificent of its tribe. It is alfo remarkable 
for thc fingularity of its colour; the upper wings 
being of a very rich ferruginous-red with dufky 
edges, while the lower ones are black, but confide- 
rably paler towards their bafe than on the broader 
part. Both the upper and lower wings arc edged 
with a feries of palifh yellow fpots. The body is 
grcyifh. "The under furface of all the wings is un- 

dulated 


dulated with various fhades of brown, black, grcy, 
and ferruginous, and marked by feveral cyc-like 
fpots of fimilar colours. This fuperb infect is a 
native of South America.
